ANOTHER STORY OF M'CULLAGH

A Murder That Wa3 Not Published,
but the Headlines Were Used,

"An Old in Chicago Itecord.

When I applied to Joseph B. McCul-lag- h

for a position as reporter on the
Globe-Democr- in 1885, 1 had been
posted about his detestation of dudes,
and wore an old suit clean, but al-
most threadbare. I had letters of rec-
ommendation from Colonel Burke, of
tho Times-Democr- and from Colo-
nel Doremus, of tho Dallas News,
which I held In my hand, ready for
his Inspection. I made my speech,
rather disconcerted by tho cool, cal-
culating manner In which ho inspect- -
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ed mo while doing o, and then hand-
ed him my "credentials." Ho glanced
nt tho signatures, without reading tho
contents of cither of tho lottcrs,
picked up n slip of instructions and
told mo to report tho murder of Joe
nodedcaux, a Frenchman, who had
been murdered a. few minutes before
In the French quarter, and then care-
fully placed my beloved "papers" In
his pocket, without a word of explan-
ation.

Three hours later 1 handed him a
very cnrcfully-wrltte- n report of tho
murder, giving all of the details,
which would have filled two columns,
preceded by my own "scare-heads- " in
six sections, giving all of the principal
facts in short sentences. Next morn-
ing I found that my report had been
"killed" at tho "enacting clause," for
tho report appeared in an article about
two inches long, under a small head,
"Foully murdered," with nil tho rest
ot my "scare-heads- " printed, word for
word, exactly ns I hud written them,
n tho body of the Item. Not a word
of tho report appeared.- -

It was a beautiful Chtlstmas morn-
ing, but I will never forget my feel-
ings as I read that little item. I felt
utterly crushed, and, It I had had my
letters, Mr. McCullngh would never
have seen mo again. I wandered
around tho hotel corridors until time
to report, when I presented myself
before "Little Mnck" and asked for
tho return of tho lettcip. To my un-
speakable ourprlse und intense de-

light ho gave mo an Immedlato as-

signment for special work, handed me
a huge bundle wrapped In wrapping
paper, nnd, while holding this package,
tho contents of which were unknown
to me, he piocccdcd to give mo In-

structions nnd detail nil of my fnll-In-

in blunt but very lucid sentences,
"Put those clothes on and report for
duty in one hour." My head was ac
tually ewlmmlng when I left the
room.

Tho package contained a complete
outfit, Including shoes, shirt, under-
wear, collar, tie, and one of tho best-flttln- g

suits I ever wore, tho total cost
of which could not have been much
less than $50.

I never saw my letters again, but
when I left, two years later, he wiote
me tho best recommendation I ever re-
ceived, and was always ready to say
a good word by wire, If It was
